The Wall Street Summary is worried 
because the American merchant ma- 
rine is at so low an ebb.

“Time was when American vessels 
fiying the American flag were seen in 
every port. Protection altered that, 
and if we want to return to those ＋ 
let us be honest about it and tell t 
country in direct language that the 
shipping interests will be the gainers— 
at the expense of our Federal treas- 
ury. In this, however, there would be 
a poetic justice: Protection would be 
mulcted to cure an evil of its crea- 
tion, through withdrawals from its 
accumulations from high tariff im- 
posts. As an artificial and punitive 
remedy it would be grimly humorous, 
but as an efficient step for an Amer- 
ican merchant marine, at best, an un- 
certain experiment. The free laws of 
trade, the natural, unfettered forces 
of exc and barter—the world’s 
commercial factors—alone can do this.“

USSIA IN THE FAR EAST. 


With all her difficulties at home 
Russia is evidently looking for a fu- 
ture in the Far East. Recent dis- 
patches say that it has been deter- 
mined to double-track the entire 
Trans-Siberian allroad at once. 
When it is remembered that this rail- 
road is more than 5000 miles in tength, 
the lengest stretch of track in the 
world (although a number of Amert- 
can railroads such as the Southern Pa- 
cific and Santa Fé have much more 
trackage when branches and leased 
lines are included,) the magnitude of 
this undertaking will be more readily 
seen. 

During the Japanese war one of the 
greatest handicaps the Russians had 
was the great distance from their base 
in Europe. The railroad was a Single- 
track, with barely enough sidings to 
handle ordinary traffic, newly laid 
throughout and only for temporary 
use and a transfer was necessary at 
Lake Baikal, so it is a matter of sur- 
prise that transportation did not bredk 
down completely. To these disadvan- 
tages must be added those of the cli- 
mate. One who has spent winters in 
parts of the Northwestern States or 
Canada may have some slight idea of 
the cold. 

Under ordinary conditions the tri- 
weckly train de luxe runs from Mos- 
cow to Viadivostok (3261 miles) in éev- 
enteen days. This means an average of 
little over 300 miles in each twenty- 
four hours, or scarcely twelve niles an 
hour. The ordinary daily train takes 
twenty-one days. Much of this time its 
doubtiess lost at stations, European 
trains often stopping much longer than 
is the general practice in America. The 
Europeans also employ what is known 
as the “flag” or key system of train 
dispatching over single-track 
which does not permit such rapid 
movements or the operation of nearly 
so many trains as does the American 
method

Monkeys Will Thrive on Strychnine 
and Rats Are immune to Digitalin, 
While Chickens Are Unaffected by 
Oxalic Acid and Goats Eat Poison

one of the most weird of nature i- 
garre contrivances. A tiny speck of 
an innocent-looking white powder on 
the tip of the tongue means Instant 
death if that powder happens to be 
the deadly drug aconitine.
